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Applicant's amendment to claim 16 raises the new issue of an adhesive sheet in contact with a product at a second opening, whereas 
previously, Applicant's limitations merely required an adhesive sheet to cover a second opening containing a product. This issue would 
require further consideration and or search. 

In response to Applicant's request to reconsider the combination of Kelly and Coburn for their disclosure of a sticker in the form of a 
mirror, Kelly clearly discloses a metallic, adhesive sheet or sticker, articulating a lid to a support, whereas, Coburn teaches a mettalic 
sheet that provides a reflective or mirror finish. Although the mirror sticker of Coburn does not articulate a lid to a support, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the metallic sticker of Kelly to the mirror, metallic 
sticker of Coburn for the purpose of providing a decorative finish to the package. 

Regarding Applicant's request to reconsider the combination of Kelly and Guiarrd, Examiner finds that the combination of the reference 
reads on applicant's invention as proposed. Guiard discloses a support with a first and second opening with a adhesive sheet in contact 
with a product in the second opening, whereas Kelly discloses a support articulated to a lid by an adhseive sheet, wherein the support of 
Kelly only discloses a first opening. The combination of Kelly in view of Guiard is deemed to disclose Applicant invention as claimed and 
proposed. 

Therefore, claims 1-16, 18 and 29-33 stand rejected. 
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
